lion of two teeth, ſucceſs Fully treated by

T is not leſs from reſpect to the rank you 
hold in our college, than from motives of 
a perſonal nature, that I have taken the liberty 


of addreſſing, through you, my firſt commu- 


nication of a medical caſe to the College of 


Phyſicians. 


 ApDam SIRBIT, a ſailor, aged about thirty 
years, came into the Pennſylvania hoſpital to 
be cured of ſore legs. Soon after his admiſ- 


ſion he was affliaed with a pain in one of the 


molares of the upper jaw, for which I order- 


ing

ing che affected tooth, a ſound tooth was un- 
fortunately broken, with a ſmall portion of 
the jaw-bone, and the roots of the tooth left 
in the bone. A few days after this operation 
he acted as door-keeper te the hoſpital, in 
- which ſtation he was expoſed to a cold damp 
air, the morbid effects of which were render- 

ed more certain, from his having been previ- 
ouſly confined to a warm and comfortable 
ſtove room. February 2nd. 1788, the day 
after he ſerved in this capacity, he was affect- 
ed with a tiſinus, accompanied with a ſwelling 
on each ſide of his throat—a full pulſe and 
a total inability to ſpeak. He complained of 
neither pain nor rigidity in any part of his bo- 
dy except in the places abovementioned. Up- 
on the moſt minute examination of his caſe, 
I candidly acknowledged in the prefence of 
the young gentlemen who attended my 
practice in the hoſpital, that I was at a 
loſs to determine whether it was a tetanus 
or the ſore throat, which then prevailed 
in the city and neighbourhood (and as uſual) 
with many anomalous ſymptoms. The ful- 
neſs of his pulſe indicated bleeding; but 
leaſt the diſeaſe ſhould prove to be ſpaſ- 
modic, I called upon my colleague Dr. Hut-

of the hoſpital, and aſked his advice with 

reſpect to the propriety of that remedy. The 
Dr. did not heſitate a moment in adviſing the

tar emetic, and ordered a bliſter to be applied 
to his neck. Within a few minutes after he was 
bled, our doubts of the nature of his diſorder 
were ſuddenly removed; for he was ſeized 

- with convulſions of the opiſthotonos kind. — 

The triſmus continued without any change 
—and he now began to complain of a pain 
(which ſeldom fails of attending the tetanus) 

at the bottom of the ſternum. As ſoon as

following the extraction of teeth, both of 
which proved fatal. One was in St, Thomas's 


hoſpital in London,—the other was in Bucks

IHA feen ſeveral inſtances of an obſtinate 
rigidity in the lower jaw ſucceed the extrae- 
tion of a tooth, which yielded; without any 
alarming 
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alarming ſymptoms, to confinement andemol- 
lient applications. 


's HAVE heard of one caſe of a conſtriction 

of the lower j jaw after the extraction of a tooth 
being cured by the jaw being preſſed down. by 
a ſtrong mechanical force. 


I communicate theſe facts without attempt- 
ing to reaſon upon them. Perhaps when more 
facts of a ſimilar nature are collected, and 
more minutely deſcribed, we may be able to 
diſtinguiſh with preciſion when the rigidity 
of the lower jaw, which follows the extraction 
of a tooth, may be conſidered as a local com- 
plaint, or as a ſymptom of general diſeaſe,

Wilmington, Sy 15th, 178 8. Upon 
opening the abdomen of a rat, I was ſtruck 
with the appearance of three tubercles on the 
convex part of the liver. They were of a 


whitiſh and tranſparent colour, and appeared 


to me to be fat. This particularly led me to 


take out the liver, on the concave part of 


which I diſcovered two more tubereles. I de- 


tached one of them to ſee what kind of ſub- 
ſtance they were compoſed of, whether glan- 
dular, or containing nothing elſe than a lym- 


phatic humour; when, to my great ſurprize, 
after deſtroying the matrix or enveloppe, I 


found it contained a worm of the Tænia kind, 
alive, and about ſixteen inches long I open- 


ed another matrix, and found a ſunilar worm 


of about the ſame ſize. I examined a third 


tubercle, which was ſmaller than the former, 


and foung the matrix much thicker, which I 


ſuppoſe 
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ſuppoſe was owing to the worms not having 
diſtended it. In this matrix I found eight 
ſmall worms, and an infinite quantity of ſmall 


ſubſtances much reſembling fly blows, which 


I judged were eggs. The largeſt of the worms 


was about an inch long ; the others very 


ſmall, but eaſily diſtinguiſhable ſo as to leave 


no doubt of their being worms. 


BEING of dos that this was ſomething 
new, I thought proper to preſerve the other 
two tubercles in ſpirit of wine.

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THROUGH the month of September, her 
urine could very rarely be drawn off; for 
upon the introduction of the catheter, a ſpaſm 
ſeized the urethra and neck of the bladder, 
and though the inſtrument appeared to paſs 
high up into the fundus of the bladder, not 
more than a gill could be drawn, before it 
ſtopped entirely, with a ſenſation of ſome- 
thing falling down againſt its cervix, which 
ſhe was very confident was a ſtone. 


IN the courſe of this month ſhe vomited 
more ſand than ſhe had at any time before, and 
failed in ſtrength and ſpirits ſo faſt, that I was 
apprehenſive ſhe would not live the month 
out. Her urethra, bladder, and external geni- 

tal parts, were ſo extremely ſore, that, for ſome 
time, it prevented my ſearching her for the 
ſtone in the manner I intended, * 


ABouT the beginning of October, I was 
able to introduce the ſound, when I readily 
met with a ſtone, which appeared of a ſmall 
ſize, and rather ſofter than urinary calculi 
commonly are. I repeated the examination a 
number of times, till I was perfectly —

Sur would readily have undergone the 
operation of IL. ithotomy; but I told her 
no laſting advantage could be expected from 
it, while her viſeera continued in ſuch a dif- 
eaſed condition. During this month, her 
urine could be drawn off but part of the time; 
and ſhe vomited it up for more than a week, 
without the poſſibility of any relief from the 

inſtrument, notwithſtanding it was kept in 
the bladder ſometimes during the whole night. 


SHE had, at different ſeaſons of the year, ſe- 
veral ill- conditioned ſmall abſceſſes in her 
arm pits, and on other parts of her body; but 
they did not appear to benefit her general 
complaints. She alſo voided at different times, 
| by vomiting, (after ſhe had thrown up all 
her urine), a 4/oody pus, of a very diſagree- 
able appearance and coppery taſte, 


As her caſe was ſo very uncommon, I, at 
different periods of it, requeſted the advice of 
moſt of the faculty of this town. She was 
viſited by the late Dr. Fletcher, Drs. Oly- 
phant and Maſon, the laſt of theſe gentlemen 

frequently attended her, both with me and in 
my abſence, repeatedly relieved her by the 

catheter,

catheter, and ſaw her vomit up both urine 

and gravel. She was alſo viſited tranſiently 

by Dr. Waterhouſe of Cambridge, and ſeveral 

other phyſicians of eminence, who belonged 

out of the ſtate. 

' DvorineG the remainder of the fall, and 
principal part of the winter enſuing, the ſame 
troubleſome ſenſation of the falling down of 
a tone in the bladder, upon the uſe of the ca- 
theter, continued, and induced the moſt ex- 


cruciating pain and miſery imaginable, 


| She was put into different poſitions, when 
the catheter was introduced, and J gave the 
inſtrument various directions in the bladder, 
ſometimes with ſucceſs, at others without. 
Her bowels, for the moſt part, were much 
leſs conſtipated than could have been ex- | 
peed, conſidering the frequency of vomit- 
ing, her ſupine ſituation, and the little nou- 
riſhment ſhe was able to retain upon her ſto- 
mach : And during the whole of her diſeaſe, 
till within three months of her death, the ea- 
tamenia were irregular. Sometimes they ap- 
peared every fortnight, and at others, ſhe 
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paſſed the regular period for that evacuation 
two or three months, without having any; 
but it did not appear to me that her diſeaſe 
was much influenced by either. 


SHE had, by times, a dry cough, with the 
return of the old pain in the ſide; but ſhe 
never expeCtorated, by coughing, any kind of 
purulent matter, that could induce me to ſup- 
poſe her lungs were conſiderably diſeaſed. 
The-bloody matter that ſhe brought up, al- 
wieys came by vomiling, preceded by a more 
morbid than ordinarily irritability of the 
ſtomach, ſoreneſs, and extreme anxiety. 


1 Eanbr in che ſpring 115 her urine be- 
gan to paſs per anum, loaded with the ſame 
kind of gravel that had come away by the 
catheter. This gave her ſome reſpite with 
reſpect to her vomiting, though ſhe continu- 
ed to throw up more or leſs urine as well as 
f gravel that way every week. 


Tuis new a of her water gave her a 
very troubleſome zene/mus ; but the ſtone in 
the bladder, as well as the pain and diſagree- 
ableneſs ariſing from the ſenſation of its de- 
ſcent,

ſcent, became daily leſs fatiguing. Her 
ſtrength and ſpirits decayed faſt, and the fever 
that ſhe had before continually laboured un- 
der, grew more completely hectical. 


AFTER the 13th of May, her bladder ne- 
ver became ſo much diſtended with urine as 
it had been before; and both this, and the 
gravel, now generally paſſed her once in 
twenty-four hours, either by vomiting or | 
purging.

for many days or weeks, to enter into the 
minute detail of a diary, would not only 
exhauſt the patience of the reader, but far 
excted the bounds commonly preſcribed to 
papers of this kind. I have endeavoured to 
exhibit all the principal phenomena attend- 
ing this uncommon caſe, from the original 
minutes which I kept, in as ſimple a manner 
as the nature of it would admit. 


In order to elucidate the caſe more ſatis- 
factorily to thoſe readers, whoſe circumſtan- 
ces, perhaps, have not afforded them an oppor-

THE eauſes of a preternatural retention of 
urine are various, It has been conſidered as 
ariſing iſt. From atony in the muſcular fi- 
bres of the body of the bladder, depriving: it 
of the natural power of contraction. and. 
From a paralytic ſtate of that organ; in 
which caſe the natural ſtimulus of the urine 
is incapable of producing its uſual effect, while 
ſuch inſenſibility remains. 3d. From inflamma- 
tion or ſpaſm of the muſcular faſciculi which 
ſurround the opening of the bladder into the 
urethra. 4th. From the urinary canal lead- 
ing from the bladder, being rendered incapa- 
ble of dilatation, by inflammation, ſpaſm, 
ſtricture or preſſure. 5th. From an extra- 
neous body, as a ſtone lying upon the orifice 
of the bladder, or lodged in the urethra. 6th. 
From laceration or burſting of the coats of the 
bladder. N 


SAUVAGES, with his uſual minutenefs, has 
divided this complaint into no leſs than 44 
ſpecies. The one that fell to the lot of this 
poor unhappy girl was undoubtedly what 
he calls the 1/ehuria vgſicalis paralytica. And 
whatever might have been the cauſe of this 
unhappy ſtate of the bladder, it could not be

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fo clearly aſcertained in the hiſtory of her 
caſe as I could have wiſhed. It does not, 
however, admit of a doubt, that the contrac- 
tile power of her bladder was not ſufficient to 
overcome the reſiſtance of the ſphincter of its 
neck. Had the catheter been uſed before the 

paralytic affection of this viſcus took place, 
the energy of the extruſores urine would, 
in all probability, have been reſtored, and the 
retrograde courſe of her urine been prevented. 


THAT of the hiſtory of this caſe which 
may appear the moſt ſurpriſing, is the ex- 
traordinary ontlers that nature found for the 
evacuation of the urine. And it may very 
naturally be aſked, how is it poſſible that this 
perſon ſhould diſcharge ſuch large quantities of 
urine by vomiting and by ſtool for the ſpace 
of three years, and even gravel for a conſider- 
able part of that that time; yet upon the exa- 
mination of the viſcera, no breach of the 
bladder or any part of the alimentary canal 
could be diſcovered? But however extra- 
ordinary this may appear to thoſe who have 
been led to conclude, that there is no other 
way for fluids to paſs from the ſtomach into 
the bladder, and vice verſa, but by the arterial | 
circulation; Mill facts are of too ſtubborn a 
nature

nature to bend to the ſyſtems of the moſt i in- 

genious theoriſts. To the truth of this re- 

mark, phyſicians and furgeons of extenſive 

practice, who have united reading, TOE, 
and obſervation, can tettity. 


Ax every period of the healing art there 
have been thoſe who were firmly perſuaded, 
that there was ſuch a connection between the 
ſtomach and the bladder, as that in cer- 
tain conditions of the human body, fluids 
would paſs from the former to the latter, 
without entering the common courſe of ſan- 
guiferous circulation. But the circumſtances 
neceſlary to aſcertain the fact, were reſerved 
for thoſe of the preſent century to diſcover. 
Mz. Hewſon and ſome other ingenious 
modern phyſiologifts, have demonſtrated, 
that the urinary lymphatics are joined with the 
inteſtinal abforbents, by numerous ſtomato- 
moſes. This being known as an anatomical 
truth, the conjectures of the ancients in this 
reſpect appear well founded. And although 
fluids paſſing from the ſtomach into the blad- 
der, by the urinary branches of the lympha- 
tics, muſt in all probability, invert the com- 
mon 
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mon order of their valvular mechaniſm, yet it 
is well known, that this is not the only inſtance 
of ſuch an inverſion taking place in the 
other parts of our ſyſtem, under particular 
circumſtances and conditions of our bodies, 
by a retrograde motion of their contents. 


Wenz it not for fear of ſwelling theſe obſer- 
vations to an unwarrantable length, I could 
not refrain from quoting the judicious, ſcien- 
tific and concluſive experiments of Mr. Dar- 
wine upon this ſubject, as well as thoſe of M. 
Macquire in his Dictionary of Chemiſtry, un- 
der the article urine, to prove not only the 
exiſtence of ſuch a direct communication be- 


tween the alimentary canal and the urinary 
bladder, but alſo to ſhew that many ſubſtan- 


ces paſs from the ſtomach to the ve/ica urina- 


ria, without undergoing any conſiderable al- 


teration in the nature of their peculiar pro- 
perties. 


Tn E exiſtence of ſuch a vaſcular connec- 
tion between the alimentary canal and urinary 
bladder being admitted, and the certainty of 


Huids paſſing in particular circumſtances from 
the former to the latter in rechimo curſu, be-

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* no longer problematical ; ; it may y fill be 
thought doubtful by ſome, whether the urine 
in the bladder can poſſibly aſcend into the 
ſtomach, though water in this viſcus * 
deſcend | into the other. 


IT has: not eſcaped the obſervation of * 


ſicians! in every period of the healing art, that 


patients labouring under an Ifchury, have 
been known to paſs their urine off through 
the pores of their ſkin *. And there are ſome

A Fiſherman belonging to this town, 55 years al 8 
after being much fatigued with labour, until he became 
quite ſweaty, in the month of November, and expoſed 
in the water immediately after, was taken with a ſup- 
preſſion of urine, for which he was directed to take ſome 
purging falts and mercurial pills. I was deſired to attend 
him, but could not till the 4th day of his diſeaſe. I found 
his complaint ſo very preſſing, that after he was bled, 
and had an anodyne oleaginous clyſter without relief. I 


introduced the catheter and took from him a large quan- 


tity of high coloured urine, by which he was immediately 
made eaſy. The cauſe not being removed, his urine be- 
gan to accumulate ſo faſt, that, by the next day it became 
troubleſome, I ordered him a faline diuretic mixture, 
and attempted to paſs a bougie into his bladder, but was 
foiled ;' I tried different ſizes ineffectually. Gentle ca- 
thartic medicines, with a repetition of the anodzne injec- 


tions were uſed, but his complaint continued obſtinate |

On the 4th day from the commencement of this laſt ac- 
cumulation, his fever was very high, had much thirſt, 
and.complained of great pain in his head. I took more 
blood from him, which was very buffy, and continued the 
ſeveral medicines before in uſe. 1 tried again the bougies 
and catheter without effect; he was put into warm water, 
and after it cold water was thrown on his extremities; but 
not a drop of urine could be produced. Upon the 5th he 
was more ſwelled; he was put into the bath again, and a 
variety of other means were uſed. His brain was now 
_ evidently affected. He dozed much; a urinous feveat came 
out upon him plentifully. Upon the 6th he was ſeized 
with a vomiting which continued till night with very lit- 
tle intermiſſion. His caſe now ſeemed deſperate, as death 
appeared to be faſt approaching. I let him more blood, 
and directed him again into the bath, with a determina- 
tion, if he ſhould not be relieved by this, to punẽture 
the bladder without delay. While, in the bath, he was 
ſeized with a /repothymia, and in this condition carried to 
bed. His urine now began to flow, though inſenſibly 
to himſelf, He ſweat much, continued to have fainting 
fits, and vomited, by ſpells, through the night. By the 
morning the ſpaſm was ſo far overcome in the neck of the 
bladder, that he was out of pain, though not freed from 
all his urine. It however continued to flow, and his 


bladder lowly recovered its expulſive power, till be was 
entirely well.

Dx. Daniel, in the Medical Communica- 
tions, Vol. I. relates a caſe of a woman, Who 
had a ptyaliſm, apparently occaſioned by a 
diminiſhed ſecretion of urine, cured by di- 
luted draughts of alkaline ſalts. And Mr. 
Warner, in his judicious collection of caſes in 
Surgery, has recorded the extraordinary caſe 
of a young woman, who, in attempting to 
raiſe a weight above her ſtrength, was taken 
with a pain in the ſmall of her back, accom- 
panied with a total ſuppreſſion of urine, 
which continued five days, notwithſtanding 
the moſt judicious means were uſed to remove 
it. Upon the 5th, ſhe was relieved by the 
introduction of the catheter. During this 
ſuppreſſion ſhe was ſeized with an acute fever, 
and for eighteen or twenty hours before her 
urine was drawn off, ſhe diſcharged by the 
mouth, a great quantity of faltiſh water, 
tinged with blood, which, upon lying down, 
flowed in ſo great quantities as to threaten 
ſuffocation. Upon this caſe, Mr. Warner, 
contrary to his general method, makes no 
remarks ; he does not even conjecture how 
this ſaltiſh water could come from the blad- 
der to the mouth. This girl remained for 
near 


e t | 
near three years, without paſſing any water 
but by the aſſiſtance of the catheter. She 
was finally cured by dividing the urethra, 
and taking, by ligature, out of the neck of the 
bladder an excreſcence the ſize of a turkey's 
egg. 


WuHrrrse writing this, I have the care of a 
black girl more than 20 years of age, who 
has for near two years been troubled with a 
variety of diſtrefling ſenſations, which appear 
to ariſe from polypus concretions in the heart 
and large blood veſſels. She firſt complained 
of pain deep in the thorax, extending down 
the right ſide into the liver. Her pulſe was 
low, unequal, and zntermtting ; and upon 
motion ſhe frequently complainedof faintneſs, 
ſhortneſs of breath, and palpitation of the 
heart. He tongue was generally foul, had 
but little appetite, and was ſubject to coſtive- 
neſs. But, till within about three months, 
by ſmall bleedings, epiſpaſtics, and eccopro- 
fics, joined to a cooling laxative diet, ſhe 
was enabled to keep about houſe the moſt 
of the time. For the three months laſt paſt, 
all theſe ſymptoms increaſed, and induc- 
ed a multiplicity of others. She at ſun- 


dry 
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dry times had a paucity of urine followed by 
a ptyaliſm. Theſe, however, appeared to 
give way to the remedies that were uſed, till 
within about fix weeks paſt ; when ſhe was 
ſeized with a total ſuppreſſion, which laſted 
eight days, followed with a vomiting and 
pytaliſm. During all this time, her bladder 
was not ſo much diſtended as to make the H) 
pogaſtrium tenſe, or tender to the touch, I 
however drew off above two pints of water, 
with the catheter, which was neither high co- 
loured nor fœtid. She now ſeldom paſſes her 
urine oftener than once in three or four days, 
and then not in conſiderable quantities. She 
ſpits nearly three pints of a ſaltiſh water mix- 
ed with phlegm, every 24 hours, vomits 
more or leſs every day, a brackiſh pituit, 
and has nothing paſs her bowels, without 
aſſiſtance. In her ſevereſt paroxyſms of diſ- 

treſs ſhe is extremely agitated with tremors, 
fubſultus tendinum, vomiting and convulſi- 
ons, accompanied with ſuch a furious deli- 
rium, that the family are obliged to conſino 
her with cords. She froths e e at the 
mouth, like the ancient Dæmoniacs; and 
what is peculiarly ſingular and worthy of re- 
marking, 1 is, in her moſt violent agonies, her

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pulſe” loſe entirely the intermiſſion and inequa- 
 lity that they always have at the intervals of 
her greateſt eaſe and tranquillity. They are, 
however, generally quick and ſmall. She has 
very frequently a ſcolomia, pain in her head 
and eyes, and indeed in every part of her 
body, but more eſpecially in her back and 
lumbar regions ; and in proportion to the di- 
miniſhed diſcharge of urine, her vomiting, 
ptyaliſm, and univerſal diſtreſs are increaſed. 
She has frequent returns of a diſtention, ſore- 
neſs, and pulſation in the external iliac artery 
of the right ſide, which extends down the 
thigh. Whether this ptyaliſm was occaſioned 
by a diminiſhed ſecretion of urine in the kid- 
neys, or from the retention of it in the blad- 
der, is very uncertain. The pain in her 
back and loins has been very conſtant for ma- 
ny weeks, and ſhe did not appear to ſuffer as 
much from retained urine in the bladder as 
might be expected, conſidering that ſhe ſo 
ſeldom voids it in the natural way. It, how- 
ever, does admit of a doubt that the diſcharge 
of her ſtomach and fauces are urinous. 


WHEN nature is hardly puſhed, ſhe has 
many reſources that a mere knowledge of the 
anato- 
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anatomical ſtructure of our bodies, as far as 
it has been inveſtigated, has not been able to 
diſcover tous. And though ſhe often makes 
uſe of ſuch violent means to free herſelf of 
diſeaſe, as to deſtroy the exiſtence of the vi- 
tal principle itſelf, yet we are often aſtoniſhed 
with recoveries that the moſt cautious prog- 
noſticators had deemed impoſſible _ 


WHETHER, in theſe caſes, the urine paſſes 
back into the ſyſtem by percolation, or inverts 
the courſe of circulation in the urinary lym- 
phatics, may be matter of doubt with many, 
though I am decidedly of the latter opinion, 
from what I have obſerved in more caſes than 
one of this kind. In the above related caſe 
of L. F. I never could diſcover the leaft 
ſmell of urine in either her ſweat or perſpi- 
ration. = FS 


Every circumſtance conſidered in this 
caſe, it appears to me beyond even a doubt, 
that the retrograde courſe of the urine was 
through the lymphatics into the inteſtines 
and ſtomach; that when it went into the 
former, it ſoon excited a paflage downwards ; 
and when it could find none in either of 
| theſe 


e 
theſe ways (as was the caſe for three days) 
it forced one through the urachus out at the 
navel; nor does our not being able, (from 
the haſty manner in which we were obliged 
to conduct our examination) to diſcover 
theſe paſſages in a ſtate of enlargement, a- 
mount to any proof to the contrary ; fince it 
is well known, that in dead bodies ſuch an 
alteration ſoon takes place in the veſſels by 
collapſe and otherwiſe, as often to defeat a 
much more advantageous opportunity for the 


diſcovery of diſeaſe. 


Few' phyſicians of experience and obſer- 
vation but muſt have noticed inſtances of 
partial, ſudden, and extraordinary actions of 
the veſſels in caſes which have fallen under 
their care; ſuch as the tranſlation of the mat- 
ter, of chyle, of milk, &c. and mention is 
frequently made of them in books of medi- 
cine. But I do not remember an inſtance on 
record, of a caſe exactly ſimilar to that which 
is the ſubject of this article. | 


 TyaT which comes the neareſt to it of 
any within my preſent recollection, is one ta- 
ken notice of by Dr. Percival: in his 2d Vol.

Fou months after this ſhe again became 
pregnant, and between the third and fourth 
month I was called to her on account of a 
weight, pain, and preſſure in her fe/vrs, dyſu- 
ry, difficulty of walking, &c. which had been 
gradually increafing for a fortnight.

A CLYSTER was now directed her, and 
the ſame poſition in the bed, precaution

Ir was a current opinion among the anci- 
ent phyſicians, that the wrerus was entirely 
ſupported in its proper place by the broad and 
round ligaments ; and that it could not ſuffer a 
deſcenſion without the firſt of theſe being very 
much relaxed, or what they thought was 
much more common, entirely broken. 


BuT a more accurate anatomical know- 
ledge of the alerus and its appendages, with

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This error of the ancients is, however, 

much leſs ſurpriſing than that phyſicians of 

ax much later date, and of no ſmall eſtimation 

in their profeſſion, ſhould have publicly 

doubted of the reality of either a d yeogs don or 
rerroverſ ſon of the uterus. | 


To determine, d priori, merely from the 
anatomical ſtructure of a part of the human 
body, what can or cannot happen to it by ac- 
cident or other morbid cauſes, is a mode of 
reaſoning too fallacious to found any general 
doctrine upon in the healing art. 


To illuſtrate the truth of this obſervation, 
we need only cite the concluſion of the great 
BoERHAAVE, upon the diſlocation of the 
head of the os femoris. From the very great 
ſtrength of the /igamenti, and depth of the ſock- 
ef in that articulation, the learned profeſſor 

was of the opinion that the thigh bone was 

never diſlocated by external violence. The 
contrary of this, however, has been proved 
latisfaQorily ſince his day, by ſeveral well 

authenticated caſes from practical ſurgeons 
and phyſicians of eminence.

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To patticulariſe the different ſpecies of the 
procidenti@ uteri, the various means by 
which the wierus may, be diſplaced, and the 1 
remedies which have been, and are now in 1 
uſe for the cure, would exceed the limits | 
which I have preſcribed to theſe remarks. £21 
They are treated of by ſeveral of the //tema- bY 
lic writers in medicine; but I think, in gene- 
ral, in a looſe and unſatisfactory manner.

Int the different ſpecies of the procidentiæ 
uteri, from a light deſtenſus to a complete 
inverſion, the fundus uteri appears to me to 
_ deſcend generally in a pretty direct line with 
the vagina: while in that of a retrover/ion; the 
05 tincæ and cervix uteri, are generally raiſed 
higher in the pelvic than is natural: and in 
all the caſes I have obſerved, beſide thoſe re- 
| lated above, theſe parts were thrown under 
the /jmphy/zs pubrs, and preſſed, more or leſs, 
upon the , upper part of the wrethra and 
bladaer. 
As 
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As this retroverted ſtate of the uterus ap- 
pears to me to be more peculiar to pregnancy, 


ſuch a poſition of that organ when diſplaced, 
is not to be wondered at, from its anterior 


connection with the bladder, by which it is 
carried up above the brim of the pelvrs, in 
proportion as the fundus of the urinary viſe 


cus is diſtended with water by a ſuppreſſion ; 


while on its polterior parts it is attached to the 
inteſtinum rectum, an accumulation of feces, 


(towhich pregnant women are ſo very prone) 
in that tube, ſerves to preſs this part of the 
uterus down into the hollow of the /a- 


erum. Add to this, the continual ſtraining 


occaſioned by the retention of urine and feces, 
with the uneaſineſs, and in the worſt ſtages 


of the complaint, the excruciating pain from 
the ffrangulated uterus, all naturally contri- 


bute to increaſe the malady. | In this hernial 
ſtate of the alerus, ſome degree of inflamma- 


tion ſoon takes place; and were it not that the 


os tince is generally preſſed ſo hard againſt the 
bones of the pubis and diſtended bladder, 


which prevents any dilatation of its orifice, 


nature would moſt probably very often relieye

IN differently conſtructed pelviſes, as well 
as the different cauſes producing this diſeaſe, 
ſome conſiderable variation with reſpect to the 
direction of the zterus, may, and no doubt 
has, taken place in a retroverted ſtate. The 
or tince and collum uteri may be thrown into 
the hollow of the coccyx and the fundus 
uteri lodged upon the pubis; or it may de- 
ſcend in a direct line with the axis of the 
uterus. But I believe theſe poſitions very 
rarely happen, eſpecially where there is any 
conſiderable accumulation of rine and faces 


accompanying the firſt ſtages of the diſeaſe. 


1 nave know ſeveral inſtances of women 
in labour, at their full reckoning, when the 
 orificium uteri was thrown high up into the 
hollow of the /acrum, and remained ſo many 
hours, after the head of the child had preſſed 
the anterior part of the collum uteri, low down 
under the upper edge of the /jmphyſis pubis.

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Bat they were in general, tedious travels, ow- 
ing principally to the rigidity of the os tnce, 
and the mal-direCtion of the uterus. 


IN whatever manner the uterus 1s diſplac- 
ed, the earlier it is attended to the more ea- 
fily the difficulty is removed: and in the more 
early ſtages of it, by an advantageous poſture 
of the woman, joined to a freedom of the diſ- 
charges of the bladder and al uine tube, it is not 
improbable that the zw7erus might, in ſome in- 
ſtances, reſtore itſelf to its natural ſituation.

"Ira repoſition cannot be effected by hs 
hand, as has ſometimes been the caſe, the ce- 
lebrated Dr. William Hunter of London, to 
whom the world is ſo much indebted for his 
judicious directions in this, as well as ſome 
other diſeafes, adviſe to puncture the uterus 
with a frochar, in order to diſcharge the liguor

She complained now more than ever 
of a pain in the back part of her head, and 
was frequently delirious. Her coſtiveneſs con- 
tinued, and ſhe paſſed more than four and 
twenty hours without” diſcharging any urine. 
From this new complexion of her ſymptoms, 
we changed our opinion of the cauſe of her 
diſorder, and ſuſpected an effuſion of water in 
the brain. Under the impreſſion of this idea 
we directed a large quantity of mercurial oint- 
ment to be rubbed on her fide. The next 
day ſhe had another fit, which was followed 
by an encreaſe of her delirium and a low 
weak pulſe. On the third day from the ap- 
plication of the ointment, the mercury affect 
ed her mouth. For ſeveral days ſhe diſcharg- 
ed about a quart of faliva in the courſe of four 
and twenty hours. It was extremely agreea- 
ble to obſerve, in one week from the time 
the mercury began to act upon the glands of 
her throat, that the delirium left her her ſto- 
mach retained aliment her pulſe became full, 
though ſomewhat quicker than natural, — and 
her fleep, with the help of an anodyne, was 
eaſy and refreſhing. In two weeks from the 
application of the mercury ſhe walked about 
- JFC her 
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her room, and appeared to be perfectly re- 
covered. Her complexion, ſtrength and 
chearfulneſs, a month afterwards, afforded 
marks * her reſtoration to perfect health.

regular ſymptoms are to be found chiefly 1 in 
books.

' DISEASE known in 133 by the 
name of the Influenza, by which is 

meant a contagious catarrh, made its appear- 
ance in North-America in 1789. Whether 
it originated in this country, or was import- 
ed, or which of the northern ſtates it firſt ap- 
peared 1 in, I have not learned; but there is 
ſufficient proof that it appeared in New-York 
ſome time before it was obſerved in Phila- 
delphia,

- IT appeared in the place laſt mentioned 
the latter end of September, during the an- 


nual meeting of the Friends, by ſome f

| From Philadelphia it ſpread to all the ſou- 
thern ſtates in the courſe of a few weeks; but 
whether it proceeded to the Spaniſh ſettle-

Irs continuance in Philadelphia was a- 
bout ſeven weeks, during which time the ma- 
jor part of the inhabitants were affected by 
it.

 Decem. ¶ N the fifth 5 of this month, 
1790, about half after two o lock in 
the afternoon, [ was deſired to viſit the wife 
f — „in the diſtrict of South- 
wark. The huſband, who called me, in- 
formed me that his wife had juſt been deliver- 
ed of a fine child; but that the midwife wiſh- 
ed immediate aſſiſtance, as ſome uncommon, 
accident had happened, which had much 
alarmed her. I immediately accompanied 
him—and found the patient lying on the foot 
of the bed, upon her ſide, in a cold and 
clammy ſweat—her eyes glaſſy—no pulſe per- 
eeptible at the wriſt, and all appearances ſeem- 
ing to indicate immediate diſſolution. Urg- 
ed by the clamours which ſurrounded me, 
and which the fears and terror of the mid- 
wife excited in the friends attending her, I 

| Was 
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was hurried to an inſtant. exemination with. 
out enquiring accurately, or indeed at all, what 
was the matter. | 


As J attempted to paſs my hand between 
the thighs, in order to touch, I immediately 


found the uterus inverted in a very great de- 
gree, It appeared, as nearly as I could eſti- 


mate, by incloſing it in my hands, to be pro- 
truded about ſeven inches in its ſhorteſt, and 


nine inches in its longeſt diameter. The room 


being dark, I thought proper to take the ad- 


vantage of the confuſion uſual on ſuch occa- 


ſions, to requeſt a candle. It was brought, 
and I was {uttered to have a flight view of the 
parts. The appearance of the uterus exhi- 
bited that of a parenchyma, ſtriated with | 
veſſels of different kinds and colours, as they 


were full or emptied ; - and I imagined, that I 


could accurately define the ſpot to which the 
placenta had been affixed, This Iwas led tobe- 
lieve, from what I may not improperly term the 
parenchymatous ſubſtance of that part, being 


rugous bloody, and its ſurface being covered 


with membranous and gelatinous ſubſtances, | 


As I choſe not to expoſe the deranged part 


to the action of the air any longer, I immedi- 


. 

ately called for a ſoft greaſed cloth, and pre- 
pared to attempt the reduction. My reaſon for 
uſing the cloth greaſed was this I conceived 
that if applied dry, its adheſion to the irrrita- 
ble ſurface of the uterus would be intimate, 
and its ſeparation from it in conſequence 
be very painful. I then placed one hand 
on each ſide of the uterus, and by gradual 
compreſſion, aſſiſted with a gentle motion up- 
wards, aſſimilated as nearly to the axis of the 
pubis as poſſible, after ſome minutes perſeve- 
rance, I completed the reduction. It is to be 
obſerved, that previous to the attempt, 1 had, 
as well as my frightened aſſiſtants could afford 
me their aid, placed her on her back, with 
her buttocks elevated by pillows, and her 
knees ſeparated by perſons on each ſide.

I Now began to examine the ſituation of 
my patient, with reſpect to hæmorrhage pre- 
vious to my arrival, By the appearances of 
the floor and the bed, I perceived that a conſi- 
derable quantity of blood had been loft : and 


indeed from the ſtate in which I found her, 
I could not have ſuſpected otherwiſe. Du- 
ring the time of reduction the hemorrhage

was not profuſe, and when that was effected, 
it was conſiderably diminiſhed. | 


IT may now be proper to obſerve, that ſhe 
was a woman of thirty years and fix months 
old, rather above the middle ſize, well made, 
of a chearful diſpoſition, and accuſtomed to 
an actively induſtrious life. She had already 
been delivered of ſeven living children. Some 
months previous to the preſent labour, ſhe 
had been afflicted with pains in her back of 
a tranſient duration. The child of which 
ſhe had been juſt delivered was large and 
well formed in every reſpect. 


"IJ THEN lad to collect the hiſtory 
of the caſe from the midwife. She informed 
me, that the preſentation was natural ; the 
labour gradual and ſhort. That as ſoon as the 
child was born, ſhe tied the cord, and proceed- 
ed to the extraction of the placenta; in which 
' ſhe obſtinately inſiſted, ſhe had uſed no uncom- 
mon force; but from my knowledge of her, I 
was much inclined to diſbelieve her aſſertion. 
To uſe her own language, ſhe had made a lit- 
tle effort to pull it away, when out all came to-

er. That ſhe found a great round body 
coming behind the cake which was faſt to it, 
Juſt like two muffins or rolls baked together : 
and that ſhe put her fingers between the cake 
and that body and tore away the ſkins which | 
faſtened them—then the cake came away, 
and the reft inſtantly fell down farther. _ 


Fon this account, from the appearance 
of the woman, from the recollection of ſi- 
milar caſes, of which the event is almoſt con- 
ſtantly recorded as fatal, I had but ſlender 
hopes of rendering further ſerviceto my patient. 
I, however, turned her a little on one hide, 
and as the hemorrhage now appeared to in- 
creaſe, I ordered cloths dipped in vinegar with 
a {mall proportion of brandy, to be applied 
to the os externum, and to the whole abdo- 
men with a greater proportion of the ardent 
ſpirit. Cold wine was preſcribed to be given 
in the doſe of a tea · ſpoonful or two every 
fifteen minutes, and that ſhe ſhould not be 
ſtirred from her poſture until I again viſited 
her. This was about five o'clock in the even- 
ing—when I found they had put her to bed 
in the uſual manner. She ſpoke low, and 
faintly—no pulſe was to be felt at the wriſt—

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the forehead and extremities, covered, with 
cold clammy ſweats, and the countenance by 
no means favourable. I ſtaid a conſiderable 
time with her; deſired the continuance of 
the applications and the wine alone, or diluted, 
as ſhe choſe it, at very ſhort intervals. The 
midwife was ordered in caſe of pain and reſt- 
leſſneſs, to give thirty five drops of lauda- 
num, and if thoſe were not ſufficient, to add 
fifteen every hour till it took effect. I in- 
fiſted particularly on abſolute ſilence, and as 
much ſolitude as poſſible, 


Dec. 6. I was calle this morning at 
ſeven, and informed ſhe had been ſo deli- 
rious about eleven o'clock the night before 
as to require being held. That ſhe had com- 
plained of ſhiverings and ſickneſs at ſtomach. 
But that after the opium ſhe had reſted near 
two hours. Large glyſters of oil, rendered 
miſcible with water by means of vegetable 
mucilage, were directed every hour.

"P the eighth day of May 1789, I was 

' ſent for to viſit James Bartram, ſenior ; 
a gentleman near fixty years of age, in King- 
ſeſſing, four miles from town, who, the meſ- 
ſenger informed me, had a fall from his 
horſe, and diſlocated his right ſhoulder. 1 
rode out with all convenient ſpeed. Ups 
on examining the ſhoulder, I found a pro- 
minence of that part of the clavicle next 
the humerus, and as I thought of the acro- 
mion ſcapulæ, together with an apparent 
cavity, the common criterion by which lux- 
ation is generally known, and found the 
head of the humerus as low as the axilla ; from 
this view of the parts, 1 did not be ww. 
pronounce that there was a complete diſloca- 
tion of the limb, in conſequence of which 
2 | the 
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te neceſſary bandages were prepared, toge- 
ther with proper aſſiſtants to reinſtate the joint, 
when we made a conſiderable extenſion upon 
it ; but what was my ſurpriſe, when, in this 
intended reduction, the ſeparation of the bones 
from each other was evidently increaſed, and 
the ſcapula appeared to be, (as it really was) 
5 attached to the head of the humerus, thoſe 
two bones retaining invariably their contiguity 
with each other. Finding myſelf now in a 
perplexed ſituation, I requeſted the gentlemen 
to relax the parts by declining the extenſion ; 
I then claſped the ſhoulder: with both my 
hands, and with conſiderable eaſe to myſelf, 
and not much pain to my patient, brought 
all the parts into their proper places; but up- 
on removing my hands, the humerus and ſca- 
pula together immediately fell down again to 
that part from which I had juſt before brought 
them. I was now convinced that there was 
ſomething very extraordinary in this caſe, and 
that the ligament uniting the clavicle with the 
acromion ſcapulæ was completely ſeparated; 
for, upon minute and cloſe inſpection, there 
was neither fracture nor luxation to be found. 
As it was at a diſtance from the vty I could 
| not immediately conſult any of my brethren

fore concluded, for the preſent, to attempt 
the retention of the bones by the common 
luxation bandage, ſupporting the arm with 
the handkerchief - ſling.

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quently, from previous experience, nothing 
could be gained! in what way this rare accident 
might beſt be treated. He ſtill complained of 
the pain in his ſide, and alſo in the ſhoulder, 
attended with ſome fever, but the latter ſoon 


gave way to the antiphlogiſtic treatment—T 


continued to viſit him occaſionally till the 
14th, and was mortified to find, that the bones 
could not be kept together by this mode, the 


bandage having been tightened ſo as to give 


him extreme pain; I was, however, greatly 
relieved from much anxiety of mind, upon 
applying the leathern fling communicated by 
Mr Parke of Liverpool to Dr Monroe, a draw- 


ing and defcription whereof appear in the 


6th valume of Bell's Surgery, which fling-I 
had made for the purpoſe, and applied it on 
the 16th of May, juſt eight days after the ac- 
cxdent, the bones being {till eaſily brought in- 


to contiguity with each other. I was much 


pleaſed upon viſiting him on the 1 8th, the 


ſecond day after. this new mode of treatment, 
to find that the head of the humerns was ſtill 


as I had left it on the 16th, nearly in its natu- 
ral poſition, and confidently congratulated my 
patient with a ſucceſsful cure. I continued my 
attention to him, tightening the ſtrap which 
M 2 extended 
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extended to the collar, as occaſion required, 
till the 11th day of June, being near four 
weeks from the time the fling was applied, 
when I ventured with care to remove it. Up- 
on examining the joint, I was pleaſed to find 
the bones in proximity, with even a ſmall 
degree of motion in them ; I concluded, how- 
ever, that it would be proper to reapply the 
ling, the parts being yet in a ſtate of debility; 
he experiences now but little pain, except- 
ing at night after having lain a few hours in 
bed; but to remedy this, I defired him to 
looſen the ſtrap when he went to bed, but to 
be careful to tighten it upon riſing, which he 
continued in the practice of for ſome time, 
and found an advantage in it. June 22d. 
This day I removed the fling for about half 
an hour, moved the limb in different directi- 
ons, the bones being nearly in their natural 
ſituation. He now fleeps better, is clear of 
fever, bowels regular, with a good appetite. 
I recommended to him to leave off the ſling 

every night from this time, but be careful to 
re-apply it every morning upon riſing.—

TAVING ty heard from different 

L country people that the bark of the Li- 
riodendron Tulipifera 'of Linnæus, common- 
ly called by them tlie red poplar tree, afford- | 
ed a ſtrong bitter, I employed a man in the 
month of February laſt to procure about thir- 
ty pounds of it for me. It had a ſtrong bit- 
ter, accompanied with a ſlight aromatic taſte, 
in its freſh ſtate. To aſcertain its rs aged 
qualities and virtues more accurately, I fub- 
jected it to the following pharmaceutical ex- 
| periments, the reſult of whieh I beg leave to 
communicate to the College.

It 1 BOILED about two pounds of the 
freſh root in half a gallon of water, from which 
I obtained a ſtrong bitter extract, equal, in

Sch. In attempting to reduce the dried

it. Upon toaſting it a little over a flow fire, | 


it was pulveriſed without difficulty. The 
powder was ſtrongly impregnated with a bit-

I HAVE preſcribed this new bitter ſeveral 
times, and have found it equal to moſt of the 
common bitters of our ſhops,

I HAVE no doubt of its efficacy in all thoſe 
diſeaſes in which mild bitters are uſed. Con- 
ſidering how great a proportion that claſs of 
medicines compoſes of the quantity and ex- 
pence of all our preſcriptions, eſpecially in 
chronic diſeaſes, I flatter myſelf that the intro- 
duction of a new article belonging to that 
daſs, and which may be procured in great 
quantities in every part of our country, at a 
trifling expence, will be an acceptable addi- 
tion to the intereſts of medicine in the Uni- 
ted States.

AMUEL EWING, aged Wig a 
citizen of the State of Kentucke, Was 
ſeized, ſoon after his arrival in our city from 
a ſea voyage, with a fever, which, from the 
circumſtances and ſymptoms attending it, I 
| Judged to be the eruptive fever of the ſmall- ' 
POX. 


I was called to him on the 24th of May, 
when his pulſe was active, but not fo tenſe 
or full as to require bleeding. I ordered him 
a doſe of tartar emetic and calomel, which 

| operated plentifully both upwards and down- 
wards, and gave him conſiderable relief. ;

Two days afterwards an eruption appear- 
5 ed on his ſkin, attended with delirium. His 
pock 


„„ 

pocks were diſtin, but very ſmall, and ſo 
numerous, that every part of his body was 
covered with them, except a {mall ſpace on 
his neck and breaſt. His appearance gave 
me but a flender hope of his recovery; but 
I was reſolved to attempt it For this pur- 
poſe I began by applying a bliſter to the 
neck, which removed his delirium in four and 
twenty hours; and by giving him calomel in 
ſmall doſes, with a view of ſupporting and 
attenuating the diſcharge from the ſalivary 
glands, during the ſecondary fever, a mode 
of treating that ſymptom which I had purſu- 
ed with ſucceſs in many caſes, before the 
practice of inoculating became general in our 

city, and which I learned from my firſt Pre- 
ceptor in Medicine the worthy Preſident of 

our College. I gave him, at the ſame time, 

the bark, increaſing it . from two 

drachms to two ounces a dax. 


O the ak . his eruption, all the 
pocks below his knees were of a purple colour, 
and a large mortification was diſcovered on 
both his buttocks. Not the leaſt ſwelling 
appeared in his face, or matter in his pock ; 

nor Was there iny tendency to a defluxion

The danger of 
theſe ſymptoms was much increaſed by the 
heat of the weather, for the mercury during

piece of cloth, and afterwards to bathe them 

with equal parts of rum and vinegar—alſo 
with oil of turpentine and ſweet oil. His 
room was fumigated with vinegar, and with 
burnt gun-powder and tobacco, every day— |

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and his feet and legs bathed twice et in 
warm water. 


Tax greateſt attention was paid to fre- 
quent changes of his linen. Opium was gi- 
ven, occaſionally, both day and night. Its 
doſe was regulated by the ſtate of his bowels, 
and by the preſence or abſence of ſleep. On 
the 8th of June the ſcabs began to fall off, and 
on the 12th of the ſame month I conſidered 

him as out of danger. A flight cough con- 
tinued for a few days after, which yielded to 
a diet of muſh and milk.

tions, ſtrong and rapid, followed by an inter- 


miſſion equal to the time of five or fix. This 


remarkable irregularity , continued between 
two and three days. This, with other ſymp- 
toms equally threatening, made me almoſt de- 
ſpair ; but I did not relinquiſh him, as I make 
it a point never to give up a patient, What 
was to be done? There was no apparent dif- 

ficulty 
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ficulty of expeCtoration,—cough mild and 
moderate, I had tried every thing that could 
be thought of, without effe&—a briſk vomit 
preſented itſelf to my mind as as the laſt re- 
ſource ; Igave it; was amazed at the ſucceſs, 
and ſaved my patient. He diſcharged a great 
quantity of viſcid olive-coloured phlegm, and 
felt immediate relief. I mean to repeat this 
experiment, and hope to find it of great conſe- 
quence. It is a general remark here that one 
bleeding in the pleuriſy is ſufficient ; and a 
certain eminent phyſician, ſome 3 deceaſ- 
ed, famed for his ſucceſs in this diſeaſe, uſed 
to truſt entirely to one bleeding as early as 
poſſible, and profuſe ſweating. I have ob- 
ſerved in ſeveral ſucceſsful caſes, a very great 
diaphoreſis kept up with great eaſe, five or 
fix days, with a rapid ieee ſtrong pulſe the 
whole time. Does not this invalidate Dr. 
Cullen's doctrine of feyer ? RR; 
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A STRONG deſire to have my doubts re- 
moved upon a matter of ſome conſequence, 
induces me to treſpaſs a little farther upon 
your patience. I lately had a moſt obſtinate 
caſe of colic, moſt probably from cold, though

The ſymptoms were a rigi- 
dity of the muſcles of the neck, a pain at the 
lower end of the ſternum, a ſlight ſtiffneſs

difficulty of deglutition, and an hard full pulſe. 
n enquiry, I found that ſhe had com- 
plained of a pain in the ſcrobiculus cordis, 
three days previouſly to my being called. The 
only probable cauſe of her complaints was 
a {mall excoriation of one toe, from wear- 
ing a tight leather ſhoe, which happen- 


ed a week before the firſt appearance of the 


diſorder, | Fer pulſe being full, 1 took twelve 
: ounces 
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ounces of blood from her, and then gave her 
muſk, camphor, and one grain of opium 
every hour, till the ſpaſms ſhould abate. The 
opium was continued till twenty grains were 
taken, which produced a imall remiſſion of 
the ſymptoms. for three hours only. T1 vi- 
ſited her the 1 2th, and found every ſymptom , 
much increaſed with the loſs of her eye-fight, 
hearing and ſpeech. She was coſtive; an 
enema was exhibited. The medicines were 

continued with the addition of Pilulz Fœtidæ | 
and Unguentum Cœruleum. On the 1 3thy 1 

5 found her no better. I viſited her on the 14th, 

and found her diſorder much increaſ ed; her de- 
| glutition was obſtructed, ſo that not the leaſt 
medicine or aliment could be taken. I re- 
queſted that a phyſician ſhould be called from 
Philadelphia. Doctor Ruſh was ſent for, who 
recommended an affuſion of COLD WATER 
over her whole body.

occaſioned ſometimes by the mother's milk, 
rendered pernicious by unavoidable errors in 
diet, their hard fate often compelling them 
to food of a deſtructive quality. When it drops 
there is commonly leſt a bad ulceration both 
from the cauſe juſt mentioned, and the fricti- 
on of looſe coarſe cloths. The violent irrita- 
tion from this ſore, even with lenient, emolli- 
ent dreſſings, 1 in ſuch delicate ſyſtems, ſeems 
competent to produce the diſeaſe; but how 


much more ſo, when, inſtead of endeavour-

If five or ſix plentiful evacuations are produc- 
ed by this doſe, I generally continue the ſame 
quantity in the ſubſequent vomitings, but if not, 
I increaſe the doſe to ſix or more pills of the 

ſame kind. Theſe emetics I frequently repeat 
every ſecond or third day, according to the 
irritability of the ſtomach and other circum- 
ſtances of the ſick, and in the mean time, 
give as much as the ſtomach will bear of the 
antiſeptic mixture of Dr. Griffith's, compoſ- 
ed of myrrh, ſal martis, and fal tartar ; and by 
theſe medicines, I can aſſure you, that I have 
reſtored to health more perſons labouring un- 
der a hectic fever from glandular ſuppurations, 
than by all the other medicines and methods 
that I have ever read of, or tried from my 
Own invention. e . 


I rok on the blue vitriol as one of the 
moſt ſafe and efficacious emetics, joined with 
ipecacuanha, that the Materia Medica fur-

effuſion of that fluid into the alimentary tube, 
I totally reje& the antimony and employ the 
vitriol. For children I have uſed the white 
vitriol according to the reeipe of Dr. Moſely, 
with very good effect, and eſpecially in the 
hooping cough, and the ſummer and au- 
tumnal fluxes. 

In the aſthma, from pituita, weak lungs, 
and obſtructed viſcera ; and in the dyſpeptic 
ſtate of the ſtomach, I much prefer the 
vitriol to the tartar emetic, which 1s ſo often 
employed to the great injury of thouſands. 
What makes the vitriol vomit ſo preferable to 
the oxymel is, its not being productive of the 
extreme debilitating effect of the latter. 


Ir is ſaid by our old people here, that con- 
ſumptions are more prevalent than formerly, 
but I am not certain as to the juſtneſs of the 
obſervation. I cured a man two years ago 
in this-place of a tuberculous conſumption, 
whoſe cough was very ſevere, and who dai- 
ly diſcharged large quantities of bloody puru- 
lent matter accompanied with fœtor. He 
i my . 
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was much emaciated, had night fweats, and 
every evidence of a completely formed hectie. 
In the courſe of about three weeks, he took 
twenty-four dry emetics, and perhaps half a 
dezen 3viiy mixtures of Griffith's antihectic, 
and confined himſelf to a milk diet. I could 
enumerate a very conſiderable number of ſi- 
milar caſes,” of what is called a ſcrophulous 
phithiſis, that I have cured without giving 
any other medicine of conſequence beſides 
the two above mentioned.

Caſe of Hydrophobia ; by Dr. George Benſell, 
/ Germantown., Read Aug. 7, 1792. 


April 1 WAS called to the daughter of Ja- 
» 16th. 1 cob Niece, a girl between ſeven and 
eight years old, who had been bit by a mad 
dog nineteen days before. The dog had never 
diſcovered any ſymptoms of diſeaſe until the 
day before he bit the child, and thoſe fo 
ſlight 
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flight as: not to indicate the neceſſity: of ſe- 
curing him. He bit the child on Friday the 
zoth of March in the face, the arm, and an- 
kle, the marks of his teeth were ſcarcely per- 


ceptible in the two firſt places, and the blood 


was barely drawn from the laſt. The dog 

was immediately tied; and after exhibiting 
evident marks of madneſs, died on the Sun- 
day following. 


Tu ſymptoms of hydrophobia had made 
their appearance ſixteen hours before I ſaw the 
patient, accompanied with uncommon. ap- 
prehenſion and uneaſineſs at the ſudden ap- 
proach of any object, otherwiſe there was 
nothing uncommon in her aQions—her ſkin: 


was moiſt, and the heat of her body mode- 


rate-—her pulſe ſomewhat quickened, but by: 
no means remarkable her tongue was par- 


tially covered with a ſlight whiteneſs, but not 
dry and her underſtanding was perfectly 


ſound. Notwithſtanding there was a pecu- 
liar dread, and wildneſs in her countenance, 
which was ſtrongly expreſſed in every fea- 
ture, but particularly in the pupil of the eyes, 
which were uncommonly dilated, although 
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the poſition in which ſhe lay to receive the 
light was favourable to producing a contrary 
effect ; this was obſervable in comparing them 
with the eyes of ſeveral ſpectators in the darkeſt 
part of the room. She never complained of 
thirſt, or expreſſed any great deſire to drink, 

but, at my requeſt, conſented to take ſome. 
Her father offered to bring a tea-cupful of 


water. This threw her into great agitation,

though he was at the extremity of the 


room. She begged it might be given to her 
in a tea-{poon ; which, though not half full, 


ſodiſconcerted her, that, until the greater part, 
was thrown out, ſhe refuſed to touch it; then

Tus evening ſhe was greatly alarmed at 
the appearance of a dog that had followed one 
of the neighbours into the room, and expreſſ⸗ 
| ed the greateſt anxiety for! it to be turned out. 
IN the morning of the eighteenth, 1 Hs 
Her out of bed and dreſſed; ſhe had begged 
for her cloaths repeatedly ; and her parents 
could not reſiſt the urgency of intreaty from 
a beloved child. Hitherto her countenance 
was florid, but now it was overſpread with 
a general paleneſs---yet 1 diſcovered no altera- 
| tion in the pupils of her eyes, which were, if 
any thing, rather more dilated than on the pre- 
ceding days. She always expreſſed the great- 
eſt joy in ſeeing me, and, though conſcious 
of being ill, uniformly declared ſhe felt no 
pain. I repeatedly afked her, why, if ſhe felt 
no pain, ſhe did not ſwallow the drink given 
to her? She replied that ſhe would ; but eve- 
ry attempt demonſtrated the impoſlibility— 
her pulſe at this time Was perceptibly lower, 
and

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and the ſpaſms were more frequent and more 
generally extended. 


Ar four o'clock in the afternoon, I was 


preatly ſhocked at her ſituation—every ſymp- 


tom had evidently increaſed—the ſpaſmodic 


conſtriction was general, and the pupils of 
her eyes were ſo enlarged as to leave but a 
line by which their colour might be known 
—her pulſe was ſcarcely to be diſtinguiſhed, 
and the whiteneſs of her tongue had chang- 
ed to a browniſh colour, yet even at this pe- 
period her underſtanding was not the leaſt de- 
ranged. 


Su had hitherto thrown up none, or very 


little phlegm : but from a very ſingular ac- 


tion of the tongue, which was occaſionally 
thrown out of the mouth, and performed 


with inconceivable quickneſs, a kind of vi- 


bratory motion enſued, by which ſomething 


| like froth was produced and with difficulty 


ſpit out. At this time her dread of every 
thing was greatly augmented, and a quantity 
of viſcid phlegm was at intervals brought up, 
generally 8 with blood. 
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In proportion as this was multiplied her 
efforts to throw it up became ſtronger, and 
all the muſcles in the body were more or leſs 
agitated in bringing this about. A kind of 
undulatory motion might ſtill be felt at the 
wriſt. At ſix o'clock, when the phlegm, 
which was now conſtantly propelled to the 
mouth, had been cleared but for a moment, 
ſhe would ſtill ſpeak to her parents rationally. : 
At ten o'clock at night, the efforts of nature 
| ſeemed to be exhauſted, and this ſcene of hu- 

man miſery was ſoon to be cloſed at eleven 
ſhe expired. ä 


I $HALL forbear to make obſervations on 
this caſe, any further than to mention, that 
the patient had taken the celebrated medicine 
of Goodman's in Philadelphia, agreeably to his 
directions - that eight drachms of ſtrong mer- 
curial ointment had been uſed at different peri- 
ods of the diſeaſe—thatſhe hadfrequently made 
uſe of the warm bath, and that an epiſpaſtic had 
been applied to the ſcar which remained from 
the only wound by which this wonderful 
poiſon could have been conveyed into the 
fyſtem—that no inflammation was produced 
either upon the ſcar or on the ſurrounding

parts that the plaiſter occupied that ſhe ne- 
ver complained of any pain in the part before 
or after the bliſtering plaiſter was applied 
that the wound had not the leaſt morbid ap- 
pearance—and that the ſpaſms and muſcular 
exertions were more frequent, and of longer 
duration as the diſeaſe advanced, from its 
firſt invaſion to the final period.

Remarks on the Effects of Corroſive Sublimate, 


in Cancerous Aſfections. Extracted from a 
Letter from Iſaac Senter, M. D. to Dr. 
William Currie; with additional Remarks 
by Dr. Currie. Read September 4, 1792. 
AM apprehenſive that the account which 
Dr. Moſely has given of the efficacy of 


the ſublimate of mercury, in the cure of can- 
. cers, is not derived from that mature degree 


of experience and obſervation which is re- 
quiſite 
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quiſite, when ſuch a corroſive and dangerous 
ſubſtance is recommended to the world. 


SOME years before his treatiſe on tropical 
diſeaſes was publiſhed, I had been a witneſs 
to the tragical effects of this rugged eſcharo- 
tic in ſeveral inſtances in the town. It was 
employed by a very daring and unprincipled 
Quack who reſided here at that time — He 
deſtroyed the lives of no leſs than three grown 
perſons with it, to my knowledge, in the courſe 
of a few days. The firſt had an anthrax on 
the back, the ſecond a ganglion of the flexor 
tendon of rhe inſtep, and the other had a real 
cancer of the breaſt, In the firſt, a mortifi- 
cation was produced which ſpread to the inteſ- 
tines. The ſecond died convulſed ſoon after 
the application, And the third, of a moſt 
rapid hectic. Several other perſons in the 
vicinity of this place were alſo killed by the 
application of his ſublimate plaſters; and a 
negro man with a fungous excreſcence on his 


penis, would have loſt his life by the ſame 


application, if I had not ſaved him by amputa- 
ting it above the ſphacelus occaſioned by it. 


Tay 
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Tux pain occaſioned by theſe plaſters was 
excruciating, and was communicated to all 
parts of the ſyſtem. 


I am at the ſame time, certain from my 
own experience of this medicine, as a topi- 
cal application in cancerous affections, that it 
is capable of doing much good in ſome habits, 
if applied with a very cautious hand, and 


guarded by the uſe of opium. But my 


experience convinces me {notwithſtanding 


what Dr. Moſely has aſſerted to the contrary) 


that it deſtroys the living ſound, and organic 
fibre, inſtead of detaching the morbid and in- 


organic parts by exciting inflammatory ac- 
tion. I have uſed the ſublimate in a great 
variety of ſchirrous, ſcrophulous and fun- 


gous tumours, and ſeveral cancers, and have 


paid no ſmall attention to its effects in the 


parts diſeaſed as well as in the ſyſtem at large, 


but I can aſſure you that I have never ſeen a 
real cancer cured by it, or by any other cor- 


rogve application, either in my own hands, 


or when uſed by others. 


THE uſe of corroſive ſublimate as a topical 
application in cancers is no new practice. 
TT — Fallo- 
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Fallopius, Penot, Theodoric, and Valeſius uſed 


it mixed with arſenic ; and Boerhaave in his 
_ Chemiſtry, and Van Swieten in his Commen- 
taries, both mention it, (if my memory ſerves 


me) as a powerful, though "po eich 


rotic in diſeaſes of this kind. TY

In addition to the abſorracians of Dr. 


Senter, the tranſcriber begs leave to add, that 


he has applied the corroſive ſublimate to ſe- 


| veral ulcerated cancers ; but inſtead of effect- 
ing a cure by it, has generally accelerated 
the exit of the patients,

In two caſes where the caries was ſituated 


on one of the lower limbs, it not only 1 in- 


creaſed the ulceration, and produced an ex- 
tenſive and painful inflammation, but occa- 
ſioned the diſeaſe to be conveyed to the in- 
guinal gland of the affected fide ; in conſe- 

quence. of which, both patients after ſuffer- 
ing ſome months an increaſe of miſery, ex 
pired. From the pernicious effects of fuhli- 
mate, he has been deterred from making trial 
of arſenic; the operation of which appears

Caſe of Hydrocephalus Internus, attended with 
equivoeal ſymptoms, with the appearances on 
difſeftion.

VISITED a mulatto boy, between ſeven 
and eight years of age, on the thirteenth. 


of March laſt, at which time his pulſe was low 


and irregular, and his fin hot and dry. His 


countenance had a vacancy-of expreſſion re- 


fembling that of an ideot—his tongue whitiſh

and parched in the middle, but red and moiſt 


at the ſides. While I was examining his 
pulſe and eyes he moaned very much, and 


upon being aſked what ailed him, he replied 
his head-ached, and that he was yery huns 
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His miſtreſs informed me that he had firſt 
' wen to complain on the tenth of March, at 
which time he ſaid his head- ached very dad; 
that he had a giddineſs in it, and a trembling 
in his limbs; ſoon after which he went to 
bed, and had not been able to leave it ſince*. 


He anſwered pertinently to every queſ⸗- 


tion, and could * objects at this time i 


perfectly. 


FRroM the ſtupidity and inſenfibility U 
cated by his eyes, I ſuſpected that he was af- 


fected by the hydrocephalus internus, but 
there was no double viſion or ſtrabiſmus ; and 


being informed that he had lived, previous 
to the laſt month, with his mother, a worth- 


leſs debauched woman, through whoſe inca- 
pacity and negligence he had frequently been 
nearly famiſhed, I was at a loſs to determine 
whether his ſymptoms were occaſioned by

1 have been ſince informed that this boy had, for a 
long time, appeared very dull and ſtuped; and that he

Tuo ſeveral of the ſymptoms, as well 
as ſome of the circumſtances which favour 
the generation of typhus fever, were preſent, 
yet his appetite, which was conſtant and in- 
ſatiable, left no room to ſuppoſe the com- 
Plaint to be of that nature. 


ArrER I had compared ad conſidered 
every circumſtance with the moſt ſcrupulous 
attention, I concluded to employ ſuch medi-
